Thomas A. Edison Chosen
Chairman of New
Naval Body.

ONLY MEMBERS ARE
PRESENT AT MEETING

Secretary Daniels, However, Confers
With Them for a Short Time, But
Suggestions Are Not Made Public.

Announcement of the election
of officers of the civilian naval ad-
visory board was made by that
body late this afterncon”just be-
fore adjourning for a belated
luncheon at the Army and Navy
Club, at which Secretary Daniels
was host.

The officers are Thomas A.

Contrary to expectations the advis-
ory board found it impossible to ad-
journ today in time to take a 4 o’clock
train to New York. So many matters
of interest were discussed, both scien:
tific and administrative, that the board
could not organize itmelf into commit-
tees in time for an announcement to-
day. The meeting was in the library
of the Navy Department behind closed
doors, but members of the committee
sald afterward that the discussions
were on an Infinite varlety of very in-
teresting technical topics and that
there had not been time to assign dif-
ferent members to speclal committees
or subcommittees, but that it is hoped
this will be done before night.

Only members of the board were
present at the meeting, although Secre-
tary Danlels conferred with them for
a short time. He would not disclose
what suggestions he had made.

«The Secretary thought, however, that
the plan of the board was to give
early consideration te the preparation
of recommendations for adequate re-
search facilities for its use and that
of the navy experts who will co-oper-
ate on various problems.

PARKS IN DISTRICT
THEME OF REPORT

Col. Harts Tells of Improve-
ments Made During the
Past Year.

NEW RESERVATIONS ADD
TO AREA HE CONTROLS

Renews Recommendation That Rock
Creek Park Be Placed Under
Army Engineers.

A mass of information regarding the
publicy parks and reservations in the
District is contained in the annual re-
port of Col. W. W. Harts, the officer
in charge, submitted today to Gen.
Kingman, chief of engineers. During
the past year $44,050 was expended
for the maintenance and repair of the
Executive Mansion, and $4,952 for the
upkeep of the grounds. Miscellaneous
repairs were made in and ah(fmt the
mansion, and the building and its fur-
niture were cared for in the most thor-
ough manner to the extent of the ap-
propriations. That work included re-
painting of the exterior and the instal-
lation of illuminated map racks. The
grounds surrounding the mansion cover
an area of 18.5 acres.

At the beginning of the fiscal year
the -total number of parks and reserva-
tions under the jurisdiction of Col
Harts was 354, having an area of about
1,170.35 acres. During the year 45 res-
ervations were added, making the to-
tal number now in his charge 352, hav-
ing a total area of about 1,1%9.12 acres.
The area of the different reservations
varles from 2530 square feet to 529
acres. All the improved parks and park
spaces were maintained in good condi-
tion during the year at a cost of about
$230,864.

Detafls of Park Repairs.

The work consisted generally in re-
pairing places in the oiled and tarred
roads, sweeping paved roads and walks,
repairing and raking graveled walks,
cleaning gutters and drain traps, mow-
ing and raking lawns, sodding and
seeding bare places, removing dead
trees, pruning trees and shrubs, trim-
ming hedges and planting and caring
for flower beds. i

Twenty-one spaces, made by the fill-
ing up of old canals, having a total
area of 777,750 -square feet, last year
were assigned to this office by act of
Congress and the boundaries were
marked by iron posts set in the ground.
_Col. Harts says that the question of
removing the Botanic Garden to some
other site has been the subject of
much consideration, in view of the fact
.that the Grant memorlal occupies the
eastern end of the garden ground and
the proposed treatment of the site re-
quires the remgval of ‘the buildings
composing the garden, It ~has- been
suggested, he says, that the ildings
might be taken down and re=erécted in
Potomac Park for the purpose of tem-
porarily housing and protecting the
rv‘nluable collection of plants now In
the gardens, "leaving the guestion of
the establishment of a sultable botan-
ical garden commensurate with the
other activities of the government, to
future consideration, that being a sub-

t of such magnitude as to regquire

reful study of all the areas avall-
able.” An appropriation has been made
for the removal of the high iron fence
inclosing the Botanle Garden, but it
has been decided to take no action in
ihat .direction until after the comple-
tion of the Grant memorial,

AT Facilities for Bports.

According to the report, there are now
provided in the public grounds, in ac-
cordance with ‘congressional authoFity,
the following facilitles for outdoor
eport: Fifteen base ball dlamonds,
twenty-two tennis courts, one three-
hole practice golf course, one cricket
field, one polo fleld, one broad jump, one
high jump, one pole vault and one cro-
quet eourt. During the winter sgkating
was permitted on the tidal basin. All
of these facilities, Col. Harta sayvs, were
used by a very large number of people,

During the past year all the forty-
candlepower electric lights in the parks
were changed to fty-candlepower
lights, and the sixty-candlepower elec-
tric lights were changed to 100-candle-
power lights., Two additional sixty-
candlepower lights were erected at the
cirele in the river driveway of Potomac
Purk. The roadway around East Poto-
mac Park algo was lighted.

It Is reported that the Improvement
of WHlow Tree Alley Park hae been
completed, in accordance with the ap-
proved design; that Dupont Circle and
Hancock Park have been extensively
improved, and that a number of small-
er reservations have been improved
by grading, planting, cement copings,
ete. More than 9,000 trees, shrubs and
herbaceons plants were planted. Dur-
ing the year $59,000 was expended in
material improvements in Potomac
Park.

Control of Rock Creek Park.

Reference is made to the stups taken
for the improvement of the valley of
Rock Creek ‘between Potormmace Park and
Rock Creek Park, and to the sugges-
tion made recently by the commission

without delay covering the landscape
fegtures of the work for the proper
artistic development of the entire ter-
ritory involved.

“In view of the recommendation of
the parkway commission,” says. Col.
Harts, “that the Rock Creek Parkway
when acquired shall be placed under
the Jjurisdiction of the chief of engi-
neers, it appears logleal that Rock
Creek FPark should also become a part
of the park system of the District of
Columbia and be placed under his ex-
clusive jurisdiction. That would be in
ac¢egrdance  with a4 recommendation
made by President Taft in his mes-
sage to Congress of December 6, 1910,
that "the many Jjurisdictions over the
park areas of Washington be central-
ized-in the office of publie buildings and
grounds, under the chief of engineers.”

"" ' Many Ascend Monument.

It Appears from the report that the
total number of persons who ascend-
ed the Washington National Monument
during the past flscal year was 152,008,
of whom 156,640 ascended In the ele-
vator and 25,388 by the stalrway. The
total number of persons who have as-'
cended to the top since the opening
of the Monument, October 9, 188§, is
4,271,096,

There are now thirty-five statues in
the public grounds under the charge of
this office, and one in course of con-
struction, that of Gen. T. B. Grant.

During the past year 706,300 plants
were propagated in the public gardens
south of the Washington Monument.
Of these 672,900 were used for the
piarks and reservalions and green-
houses and nursery, 11,500 for the Cap-
itol and about 14,800 for other depart-
ments of the government. The sur-
plus remaining, about 7,300, were dis-
tributed to government .my

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NAVY YARD WAGE
BOOST CRITICISED

Grades and Horizontal In-
crease of 56 Cents.

Following an unsuccessful attempt
to protest to Secretary Daniels that
the mechanics of the Washington navy
yard are dissatisfied with the amount
of wage increase granted them yes-
terday, a committee of machinists,
headed by N. P. Alifas, called on As-
sistant Secretary Hoosevelt, and later
met with Commandant Glennon of the
navy y¥ard. The specific subject taken
up at the latter conference was the
gquestion of abolishing the new grada-
tions of pay for the toolmakers.

Ansistant Secretary Roosevelt ad-
vised the ‘committee of machinists to
get that detail straightened out, and
gaid that later the department might be
in a position to reopen the question of
Washingon navy yard wages.

“What we want,” said Mr. Alifas at
the Navy Department, “is only five
grades all told in the ranks of machin-
ists and toolinakers at the Washington
navy yard. The new rate of pay creates
four new grades In the toolmakers.
That makes nine grades altogether. We
whint five grades covering all ma-
chiflsts and toolmakers; and then we
want a h tal increase of 56 centa
all thro = these flve grades. The
Navy Department has offered” us 24
cents for machinists; of which 8 cents
replace the § cents takenagway from
us last July. In addition there is an
extra cent an hour added to the tool-
makers’ pay. A toolmaker is a ma-
chinist working on tools. We do not
want to take anything away from the
toolmaker, but do want to bring the

Germans Work Feverishly in Effort
to Take Dvinsk—General Russian
“Recovery” Is Seen—Bat-
tles in Bukowina.

BERLIN, October 7, via
London, 4:06 p.m.—Re-
newed fighting of great
severity in the Champagne
was reported today in the
announcement from army
headquarters. Six massed
infantry attacks by the
French northwest of Souain
broke down, the war office
states, with very heavy
losses to the attackers.

PARIS, October 7.—The Ger-
mans bombarded violently last
night all the French front to the
north of La Scarpe, and at the
same time delivered four counter
attacks against the positions re-
cently conquered by the French
near Souchez. They were re-
pulsed at all points. There was
furthermore intense artillery ex-
changes at other points om the

front. This information was
given out by the French war of-
fice this-afternoon. '

the positions lost by them to the
French to the north of Tahure.
These attacks everywhere failed,
and the Germans suffered heavy
losses.

At Eparges the French explod-
ed two mines, causing serious
damage to German works.

Capture by the French of the
village and hill of Tahure, be-
hind the German second line, is a
success of considefable local im-
portance. The hill, although: less
than 200 feet high; was one of the
most important German positions
in that sector.

The Teutonic troops have
crossed the Drina, Save and
Danube rivers at many places, the
war office announced today. Itis
stated that the invading troops
have established firm footholds

on the other banks of the rivers.
Activities' Against Dvinsk.

The Germans who are attempting to

capture Dvinsk are operating with the
same feverish activity as preceded the
storming of Kovne, according to I'etro-
grad advices. A field railway has been
1sid for a distance of twenty miles
along the Vilkomir road. Heavy guns
have been brought up in the face of
enormous difficalties. Day and night
less proc i of motor cars
brin(s up supplies of shells. Cranes
have been erected at many points to
unload these supplies,
Champagne in the west and Dvinsk
in the east are now the scenes of the
struggles most likely to bring de-
cislve results. The Germans evidently
are bent on a supreme effort to take
the city. The Russians, however, are
delivering hard blows all along the
line and the British and French press
professes to see a general Russian “re-
covery,” for which the activities of the
allies in the west are given credit.

Russians in Five Assaults.

BERLIN, October 7.—A dispatch from
Czernowitz, Bukowina, reports that
Russian forces have made a violent at-
tack on the Austrians along the Bes-
sarabian frontier, near the east of the
city. The attack is said to have been
made along the river Pruth, which the
Russians attempted to cross at one
place by swimming.

The dispatch states that the Russians
made five assaults without success and
that many of them were drowned.

Move of Great Interest.

There has been no fighting of con-
sequence In Bukowina for several
weeks. This Austrian province was
taken in large part by the Russians
earller in the war, but the invaders
were expelled in the course of the
Teutonlic offensive movement which
began in May. The attack mentioned
in the Berlin dispatch apparently was
made by fresh forces advancing from
the interior of Russia. :

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GREECEIS FORMING
COALITION CABINET:
POLICY 1 OBSCURE

Former Premiers Will Be Mem-
bers of Alexander Zaimis’
New Ministry.

BULGARIA EXPECTED
TO OPEN WAR AT ONCE

Paris Hears King Ferdinand Will
Attack Serbia Before End
of Present Week.

ASTOUNDED

ALLIES = ARE

London Holds No Misgivings, How-
ever, That Greeks Will Co-Operate
With Bulgars—Sees Eventual
Aid for Entente Powers.

BERLIN, October 7, via
London, 4:05 p.m.—Large
German and Austrian forces
have invaded Serbia.

The German announce-
ment indicates that the in-
vading movement is in prog-
ress along a large part of the
boundary between Austria
and Serbia. The Danube
forms the border from the
Rumanian frontier to Bel-
grade, the Save from Bel-
grade to the northwestern
corner of the country, and
the Drina runs along the
western boundary to a point
not far north of the Mon-
tenegrin line.

LONDON, October 7.—The
allies having broken off diplo-
matic relations with Bulgaria,
news is momentarily expected of
that nation’s active participation
in the war on the side of the cen-
tral powefts.

Her king and the late leader of
her - government being -at odds,
Greece is forming a coalition cabi-
net, pending the construction of
which her policy will be obscure,
There are no misgivings in Eng-
land, however, that she will co-
operate in any way with Bulgaria,
The cabinet crisis has in no man-
ner impeded the landing of allied
troops at Saloniki, and the fact
that these forces are on Greek
soil is considered the best guar-
antee that Greece ultimately must
align herself with the entente
powers, with which Premier-elect
Alexander Zaimis is in sympathy.

Premier Zaimis is forming a
new Greek cabinet in which lead-
ers of the opposition will be
given representation, according to
Athens dispatches. Former I're-
miers Gounaris, Rhallis, Dragou-
mis and Theotokis will be mem-
bers of the coalition ministry, it
is declared.

List Soon to Be Presented.

The list of new ministers probably
will be presented for the king's ap-
proval within a few hours. M Zaimis
will combine the duties of foreign min-
ister with those of premier.

The statement is made by the Paris
Temps that King Ferdinand of Bul-
garia has deciiled to attack Serbia be-
fore the end of the present week. This
newspaper urges the French govern-
ment to increase largely the number of

troops at Saloniki, in order that there
may be ready an anwple force for the
protection of Serbia and for holding

back the expected Austro-German ad-
vance froin the north.
Dispatches from Saloniki estimate the

number of Austrian and German troops
coffcentrated along the Danube at
350,000.

Held Matter of Formality.

The downfall of the Venlzelos cabinet
is considered in Paris as relating ro
formalities rather than to determined
opposition to the landing of French
troops.

Statements evidently based on official
information relate that King Constea-

tine received the French minister at
Atherig aftér the landing of French
troops had begun, and made no mention
of the incident or suggestion of a pro-
test. It is therefore held in Paris that the
king has not taken a stand uzainst Lha
janding, but merely differs with M Ven-

izelos In regard to the fixed policy of
Greece in supporting the gquairunis
entente. It is pointed out in Paris that
former Premier Gournaris made the
dafinite request of France last March
that the French land an expedition at
Salonlki in order to back up the posi-
tlion of Greece.

London Is Astounded.

The dramatic downfall of the Greek
cabinet astounded diplematic cireles in
London. What the outcome will be no
one appears able to predict, but em-
phasis Is placed on the fact that the
Venizelos party has a considerable ma-
jority in the country.
That the attitude of Greece should
again have become doubtful just at the
time when the entente powers had sat-
isfied themselves that she was definite-
ly ranged on their side proved a shock
to the optimists, but opinion is divided
